Wasnisgrox, June 13.—The gerry-

mander was never apparently more pop-
ular than it is this year. In Missonuri
the democrats applied it to the reap-
portionment of the state into congres-
sional districts with a sweet disregard
for decency and common fairness, A
few weeks later the republicans of Ohio
followed the Migsouri example and pro-
vided for the ruthless disfranchisement
of democrats. Although the latter in
the coming election are reasonably cer-
tain to poll about half of the total vote
they will probably elect less thana third
of the congressional delegation from that
state. The republicans, polling sub-
stantially the other half of the total vote,
will get the rest.  New York then fell a
vietim to this relined systemn of political
theit. Her democratic legislature
anapyped out a plan of electoral brigand-
age which the late Mr. Gerry, were he
alive to see it, would be compelled to
admire the advancement of his idea, It
comprehends a dashing and defiant rawd
on republican rights, and will enrich the
democrntic road agents with the spoil of
hali a dozen seats in congress that in
justice belong to the other party. This
plan may differ in detail from the ac-
.complished work of the Missouri and
“dhio artists in political spoliation, but
in principle it is the sav:we. Itis thor-
wughly bad and intolerably offensive to
the spirit of our institutions. Yet it
ypasses practically unchallenged, save by
those whom it proposes to despoil, and
their voice is raised against the injury
rather than against the vicions system.
But the gerrymander must go. Its con-
tinuance is n menace to popular govern-
maent and a standing invitation to revo-
Intion. It nullifies the citizen’s fran-
chise and stifles his wvoice in public
affairs, It encourages political trnsts
and strengthens the hande of the boss
and his heelers.

Free Ballot and Fair Count.

The late election has demonstrated
that the Australian ballot system cannot
always secure a free ballot or a fair
count, even in the city in The Dalles.
As a proof of this statement, it is only
neceasary to refer to the case of Trevitt
precinet in this city, where a free-born
American citizen cast a legal ballot, and
the Board of Elections refnsed to count
eaid ballot,

Tt is asserted by the members of said
board that the ballot was illegal becanse
the printed names were erased and the
elector filled the blank spaces. If the
board will examine section 49 of the
election law, it provides that the elector
shall have the privilege, and hence ig-
norance or positive refusal to permit
any ballot that is not in barmony with
their own pregoncerted views, to have
any force must have ruled in the decis-
ion. Bnt ignorance of the law does mnot
exsuse the most illiterate, much 'less
ghould it excuse those who had been ap-
pointed to this work for several months
and made no preparation thereof.

Such boarde of election that iail to
prepare for their duties shonld be de-
prived of their pay for such service and
gince they are appointed to serve for
two years, they shonld be impeached or
asked to resign.

EARNTHQUAKE CONCUSSION,

Bodies Thrown Into the Bay Recovered
by Boat: From MIills oen The Op-
ponite Side.

Sax Fuaxcisco, June 14.—People at
Vallejo were startled yesterday morning
abount 11 o’clock by a report which shook
the town like an earthquake. Im-
medintely the fire bells in the vard were
rung, and the conclasion reached was
that there wue u fire on Mare Island,
down at the magazine, that belehed
forth into the sky an immense cloud of
smoke.  Aswsoon-ug it was high enowgh
the peopleseyes wereturned thither, and
for half an hour after report after report
was heard as the shells exploded.
